Adult Administrative Override Probation is a supervision level that fits into one of the following 

categories:  

A. Traffic cases (not to include Driving Under the Influence, Motor Vehicle Homicide, 

Felony Driving Under Suspension) 

 

B. Probation term 179 days or less 

 

C. As ordered by a Judge 

 

D. Class V Misdemeanor 

Adult Administrative Override Probation cases shall be determined at the outset of probation and 

adjusted in the Nebraska Probation information system as part of the district process for probation 

supervision set-up.
